SWISS SLAYER GUILLOTINED. 
‘STARING DEATH IN FACE’ 


First Capital Punishment in 22 
Years Ffds Country Without 
Official Executioner. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERNE, Switzerland, Oct. 30.— 
The death penalty was inflicted 
yesterday in Switzerlana for the 
first time in 22 years. At Altdorf, 
capital of the Canton of Uri, Clem- 
ent Bernet was guillotined for the 
murder of a girl who surprised him 
while in the act of burglary. 

There is no official executioner 
in Uri and the authorities had dif- 
ficulty in finding anyone to carry 
out the sentence. A train hand, 
who offered to do the job for 500 
francs, was forbidden by the Fed- 
eral riilroad management when 
other employes threatened to strike 
if he were allowed to “cast dis- 
credit” upon them. At the last mo- 
ment a mechanic was induced to 
pull the trigger releasing the knife. 

Bernet was the least concerned 
person at the execution. Becoming 
converted while in prison, he re- 
fused an appeal for commutation 
and, as he approached the scaffo'd. 
he tore off the black mask, ex- 
claiming: 

“My victim stared death in ttid 
face; it is but just that I do like- 
wmise:”

KILLED BY BOMB 


Leader of Colony of 5000 
Persons Believed to Have 
Been Slain by Reaction- 
aries in Sect. : 


“A MAJESTIC AND 
POWERFUL FIGURE” 


Led a Rebellion in Russia 
Was Exiled to Siberia, 
but Held Control of His 
F ‘pllowers. 


By the Associated Press. 

NELSON, B. C., Oct. 30.—Peter 
Veregin, leader of the Doukhobor 
colony in Saskatchewan 
paid for his progressive methods 
with his life yesterday when an 
enemy opposed to Veregin’s use of 
modern appliances on farms and 
homes in the colony placed a bomb 
under his seat in a Canadian Pa- 
cific passenger coach while the 
train was speeding from Nelson to 
Grand Fork, B. C., according to the 
theory advanceG today by police 
investigators. The explosion killed 
eight and injured 12 passengers on 
the train. 

Railway. officials working with 
police on the case today believe the 
explosion resulted from a time 
bomb. 

Discovery of an alarm clock, 
with a part of a dry battery, in 
the ruins of the railway coach was 
announced today by General Man- 
ager Murphy, who investigated the 
explosion. The clock and the parts 
of the battery were in a battered 
suitcase.

ture from Grand Forks, and Harry 
Bishop of Nelson, a well known 
hockey player. One of the uniden- 
tified is a woman, 

Veregin came to Canada from 
exile in Siberia in 1903 to lead the 
Doukhobor colony in Saskatche- 
wan. 

Hundreds of ielegrers of con- 
dolence over the death of Leader 
Veregin were received at the Bril- 
Want (B. C.) headquarters of the 
Doukhobors. The body of the dead 
leader was taken to Brilliant today 
aboard a special train. 

Causcd by Human Agency. 

The explosion happened shortly 
after 1 o'clock yesterday morning 

hile the train was on its way to 
Vancouver. /The terriffic blast blew 
bodies out of the passenger car. It 
was believed at first that a tank of 
iiluminating gas under the coach 
exploded, but an _ investigation 
showed, according to officials of 
the Canadian Pacific, that the ex- 
plosion was caused by high ex- 
plosives in the car. 

D. C. Coleman, vice president of 
the Western lines of the company 
at Winnipeg. Manitoba, said ‘“‘the 
explosion was caused by some hu> 
man ageficy within the car, either 
intentionally or accidentally.” A 
special train carried provincial po- 
lice, company officials and Douk- 
hobors to the scene of the wreck. 

Veregin was born in Transcau- 
sia in 1850. When he was 36 years 
old he led Doukhobors in a rebel- 
lion against military service with 
the result that he was exiled to 
Tobolsk, Siberia. From there he 
directed the Doukhobors’ polity, 
counseled and advised them, main- 
taining communication with the 
community by messengers who 
traveled in sleighs 2000 miles to 
reach their leader. Later he was 
permitted to leave Tobolsk going to 
Saskatchewan, where he joined a 
colony of 8000. In 1910 after Gov- 


_lernment difficulties he took 5000 of 


the colony and tocated in British 
Columbia.

SECRETARY WILBUR DEFENDS —— 
COUNTRY’S JUDICIAL SYSTEM 


Sa Proposed Veto of Supreme 
"“Ooust Would Nullify Entire 
Constitution. 

By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 30.— 
The entire Constitution would be 
nullified by an amendment giving 
Congress power to re-enact legisia- 
tion over the adverse opinion of the 
‘Supreme Court, Secretary Wilbur 
declared last night at a mass meet- 
ing here. 

In thus making ‘constitutional 
=irestrictions subject to legislative 
leontrol,” he said, “there would be 
no legal obstacle to Congress” re- 
establishing slavery, or to an over- 
turn of some other long-established 
principle. 

Wilbur devoted his entire address 
—his first political speech since he 
was called East from California by 
President Coolidge—to a defense 
of the judicial system. He ridiculed 
the charge that majority rule in the 
courts made the will of one Judge 
outweigh those of his several asso- 
ciates. 

“This is an assertion of mathe- 
/matical impossibility,” Wilbur said. 
“It would be just as absurd to say 
the Washington baseball team won 
the world series by one lucky hit.”

Text of Address. 
A stenographic report of the 
text of Dawes’ address follows: 

The greatest issues among the 
American people are always sim- 
ple issues. They are not made 
by politicians, they are made in 
the hearts and in the consciences 
of the American people them- 
selves and the politicians follow. 
(Laughter.) One great expecta- 
tion, I think, when I was unex- 
pectedly nominated as second 
choice for Vice President of the 
United States, in the Republican 
party, was that neither I or any 
other of the candidates of what 
were supposed the two major 
parties would at this time be dis- 
cussing anything but such is- 
sues great as they are, the 
League of Nations, the World 
Court, budget, economy, taxa- 
tion. and so forth, but In the 
great battleground, political 
battleground of the West, they 
are not discussing any of those 
issues. nor have I discussed them 
—very recently (laughter.) And 
why? Because after the plat- 
forms of the two major parties 
were made, an aggressive attack 
was launched behind which was 
massed a heterogenous mass of 
those opposed to the existing or- 
der of things. the greatest por- 
tion of which were the Social- 
ists. This campaign, in the 
words of Eugene V. Debs, was 
adhering rigidiy to Socialistic 
principles and keeping the red 
flag fiying. was against the 
Constitution of the United States 
and our present form of Govern- 
ment. and that issue was met by 
the great mass of patriotic 
Americans of all parties in the 
United States. 

What is this proposition? Let 
me read it: The platform of the 
so-called Progressives. Progres- 
sive—they like the werd-—the 
Progressive party. 

‘we favor submitting’—I am 
reading from the platform of the 
so-caMed Progressive party—‘“we 
favor submitting to the people 
the constitutional amendment 
providing that Congress may. by 
re-enacting a statute, make it ef- 
fective over judicial veto.’

Sec- 
ond: That if the Supreme Court 
assumes to decide any law of 
Congress unconstitutional or by 
interpretation undertakes to as- 
sert a public policy at variance 
with the statutory declaration of 
Congress, which alone under our 
Constitution is authorized to de- 
termine the public policies of 
Government, by re-enacting the 
law nullify the action of the 
court.” 

In other words, at one blow it 
is proposed to destroy that bal- 
ance of power which exists in 
this Government, under the Con- 
Stitution, between the executive, 
judicial and legislative depart- 
ments of Government and make 
the executive and judicial sub- 
ordinate to Congress. 

Now, take you and me. we 
have been hearing a lot of talk 
in this campaign about this bloc 
and that bloc, and that class and 
this class, and this section and 
that section. This concerns 
your rights and my rights, our 
inalienable and individual rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States mentioned 
in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. What are those rights? 
Your right—my right—to go to 
church where we please—to wor- 
ship God according to the dic- 
tates of our conscience. It is 
your right and my right to own 
property. It is your right to 
free speech, trial by jury—rights 
like that. What kind of a Gov- 
ernment will this be if Congress 
and the demagogues have a right 
to pass a law telling you where 
to go to church and taking prop- 
erty away from you and giving it 
to somebody else. 


“Signs of Weakening.” 
What other issue is there? It 
is being fought out on the higher 
grounds in this country, that of 
a call to the colors. Put it on 


the lower ground What will 
become of wages”? What will be- 
come of the price of farm prod- 
ucts? What will become of 
business? What will become of 
all of us? If in this attempt we 
will mobilize the radicalism of 
the United States, the founda- 
tions of confidence upon which 
all prosperity rests is shaken and 
a belief is inspired that this form 
of government is to be changed. 
Like many people in a fight, 
along towards the thirtieth round 
or so, there is a perceptible 
weakening in their method of 
fighting and I detect among 
these hostile men some signs of 
weakening in this issue—an ex- 
plaining. When a man com- 
mences to explain in a fight he is 
beaten. (Applause.) 

And they say that this is not 
an attack upon the Constitution 
of the United States and upon 
our present form of government, 
but only a suggestion that the 
people vote an amendment’ to 
the Constitution. That argument 
has been answered, and I am go- 
ing to read you the answer to it. 
Who is it made by? By him who 
is first in war, first in peace and 
first in the hearts of his country- 
men. the first President of the 
Inited States, George Washing- 
ton of Virginia. (Applause.) I 
read from his farewell address: 
“Towards the preservation of 
your Government and the perma- 
nency of your present happy 
state it is requisite that not only 
you start discounting irregular 
opposition to this acknowledged 
authority, but also that you resist 


with care the spirit of innovation 
upon ite principles, however spe- 
cious the pretext. One method 
of assault may be to effect in the 
forms of the Constitution altera- 
tions which will impair the en- 
ergy of the system and thus to 
undermine what cannot be di- 
rectly overthrown.” 


Assails Demagogues. 

We are hearing much in this 
campaign from the demagogues 
who go around preaching this 
doctrine here and that doctrine 
there, attempting to please all 
men, however inconsistent their 


views may be upon public prob- 
lems. I blush for my sex when 
I think of the advice that has 
been given to me by a great 
many members of political com- 
mittees as to how I should ad- 
dress the people in this cam- 
paign. Naturally they think I 
need advice, for I have been 23 
vears in business now and out of 
politics, thank heavens. (Laugh- 
ter.) Their advice is to preach 
this thing here and that thing 
there, to preach of legislation 
whereby you can get higher beef 
on a hoof and lower beef on the 
table and high railroad wages 
and low railroad rates and all 
that sort of truck—mere truck. 
Be all things to al] men, is their 
advice in order to get the votes. 
This is not so with the women in 
the United States in this cam- 
paign. (Applause.) 

There has never been in my 
observation greater interest 
taken in a national campaign by 
the women of the United States 
than is taken in this campaign. 
And why? They are not out aft- 
er money and they are not out 
after office, but they realize in- 
tinctively that this question 
goes very close to the American 
home, and that is the cause of 
that patriotism to which every 
American man and woman of 
this country responds. It is a 
call to the colors behind this 
great Government of ours, un- 
der which for 130 years we have 
lived, the greatest and happiest 
and most peaceful and prosper- 
ous nation on the face of the 
earth. (Applause.) As I say, 
we are hearing a lot from the 
demagogues of this campaign. I 
want to differentiate between 
the rule of the mob to whom the 
demagogue appeals and the rule 
of the people under which we so 
happily live. That Government 
endures whose action and atti- 
tude is determined by the even- 
tual sound common sense of the 
people. That is the rock upon 
which our Government is based, 
that eventual sound common- 
sense judgment of the people. 

That Government passes, al! 
history shows, whose attitude 
and action is determined by the 
passing temporary phase of pop- 
ular opinion on its way towards 
an eventual sound common- 
sense judgment. It is the dema- 
gogue who is appealing to that 
temporary phase of popular 
opinion. It is the statesman Iike 
Calvin Coolidge (applause) who 
is willing to take the gaff and 
be unpopular for a time until 
the passing phase of popular 
opinion is ended, in order that 
he may bring the right to pre- 
vail, based upon the approba- 
tion of that ultimate sound com- 
mon-sense judgment of the peo- 
ple. 

It is the Constitution of the 
United States which, under our 
form of Government, ensures 
that only the permanent com- 
mon-sense judgment of the peo- 
ple. as distinguished from the 
temporary and passing phase of 


v 


popular opinion, crystallizes into 
law. 

Now let us differentiate just a 
moment between the rule of the 
mob and the rule of the people. 
It has been done by ae great 
French philosopher, Le Bon. He 
points out that when a crowd 
gathers, such as we have here 
tonight, that a peculiar phenom- 
enon presents itself, that the in- 
telligence of a crowg is not, as 
Herbert Spencer once said, the 
intelligence of the average indi- 
vidual composing it, but that a 
new entity is created, having 
definite mental characteristics 
and acting as a unfit under lead- 
ership. He says a chasm may 
divide a mathematician from his 
bootblack so far as the intellect 
is concerned, but in their ele- 
méntal passions and feelings and 
emotions they are very much 
the same men, and that what 
forms the genius or entity of a 
crowd is a fusion of those great 
passions and feelings which men 
have in common and that one of 
the characteristics of a crowd as 
a crowd is an almost complete 
absence of reasoning power. 

It is extremely impressionable 
and the demagogue reaches it by 
a method that ig as old as time, 
among all peoples, among al] civ- 
ilizations, among all govern- 
ments—by violent affirmation 
unsupported by reason, by repe- 
tition, trusting that contagion 
will spread conviction. Le Bon 
points out something that we all 
know ourselves to be true, that 
under unworthy mob leadership 
a crowd can be induced to do in- 
describably baser things than a 
single individual composing it by 
himself could be persuaded to do. 
Think of your lynching parties. 
By the same token, under other 
leadership, it can be persuaded to 
acts of self-denial, self-sacrifice 
and heroism that no single indi- 
vidual within the crowd by him- 
self could be persuaded to do. Le 
Bon points out that which inter- 
feres with mob leadership; the 
fundamenta] traditions of the 
land with which its life has been 
closely associated, the family 
and the church; and that as a 
country grows prosperous the 
hold of the family and the hold 
of the church upon the people re- 
laxes, that there is less and less 
of an obstacle to the rule of the 
crowd under mob leadership. 
Thank God in this country for 
the hold the church and the 
family maintains upon the great 
mass of our people. But we even 
here are commencing to realize 
the menace of mob leadership 
indudging these methods and ap- 
pealing to the passions and prej- 
udices of the people instead of 
through reason. Think of that 
formula of Le Bon—not written 
to us over here,-but to all the 
peoples in the world—the form- 
ula of the mob leaders, violent 
affirmation, repetition and trust 
that contagion will spread con- 
viction.

“Now, evidentiy without realiz-

Fires Questions at Coolidge. 

By many persons the addrese was 
regarded as a strong pro-League of 
Nations speech. And Davis at the 
end declared no true friend of the 
league desired to see this country 
enter “by trickery or evasion, or by 
the side door or back door, but, if 
at all, publicly, firmly, in a man- 
ner compatible with the dignity’of 
the United States and its standing 
in the world.” 

“We have,” Davis added, “the 
promise of the Democratic party to 
that effect and an assurance that 
pending the coming of that day we 
will officially participate in any 
cunference called to deal with world 
affairs.” 

The speech crackled with ques- 
tions fired point plank at the Pres- 
ident.

Bird Dog Trials . 
Begin Monday 
At Sparta, Ill. 


Independent Field Club Meet 
Attracts Entries From Many 
Parts of U. S. 


Bird dogs from many parts of 
the United States will compete in 
the Independent Field Club’s trials 
at Sparta, Ill., starting Monday. 
The trials are run over a tract of 
land south of Sparta, covering 12,- 
000 acres, which protected by 
the land owners from promiscuous 
hunting and as a result birds are 
plentiful. 


The entry list this year is the 
largest in the history of the Inde- 
pendent Field Trials Club, which 
has been in operation for 490 
years. Two St. Louisans, Thatcher 
A. Parker, president of the club, 
and Graham Wilson, have dogs en- 
Wilson's entry is “‘Heath- 
white, black and tan setter 
purchased by him for a 
price said to’ run into five fig- 
ures, the highest recorded price 
paid for a bird dog this season. 


Parker Has Two Entries. 


Thatcher Parker will enter his 
3-year-old “Parker's Beatrice,” an 
orange and white setter, and “Cen- 
tral Circuit.” a white, black and 
tan dog. They will be entered in 
the all-age stake. 

In number of entries and class cof 
dogs, the Independent Club’s an- 
nual trials are said to be the 
greatest held in this country. A 
large majority of the dogs which 
have made history in America have 
started in the trials at Sparti, ac- 
cording to President Parker. 

The grounds can be reached by 
automobile over Route No. 13. Spar- 
ta is about two and one-half hours’ 
drive from St. Louis. It may also 
be reached by railroad. 

Spectators Follow on Horseback. 

Spectators who follow the trials 
are all mounted. As many as 200 
persons have in the past followed 
some of the prize dogs. The trials 
are cross country and “fence gangs’ 
remove fences to permit the riders 
to follow the dogs.
